“Zaibatsu Tears” more with each 
episode. It comes to a satisfying 
ending here, appropriately 
cyberpunkish. I liked learning the 
meaning of the title. And I finally 
noticed the expressive ears of the 
lupines. I’m again at a loss for 
new praise to give to the superb 
“Here Comes a Candle” except to 
note the bits I particularly 
appreciate: the first grim page 
(notably the mother of the dead
